The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
1,1 1,12 describe a connection of a bone screw and bone plate wherein the screw is inserted 
through an opening in the bone plate, the thickness of the bone plate in this region being less 
than or equal to the diameter of the shaft of the screw, and fixed in place by a securing screw. 
When implanted, the securing screw is flush with the surface of the bone plate and has a convex 
portion on its distal end that is received by a spherical pan in the head of the bone screw.

None of the prior art of record teaches a securing mechanism for a bone screw and bone 
plate system wherein the securing screw includes a convex portion that fits into a concave recess 
in the head of the bone screw. 

Patent 6,022,350 teaches a bone-fixing device for use on vertebral bodies comprising a 
bone plate, bone screws, and a locking device to secure the bone screws wherein the locking plug 
terminates with the edge of the bone plate. 

PCT publication WO 00/003653 teaches an internal bone fixation system wherein set 
screws secure the connection between the bone plate and bone screws.
